peace insurance. Preparedness for war may he not only the 
best hut the only corrective for the spirit of militarism. _ 


"Preparedness is not the affair of a day.

Council Gives City 
$70,000 To Extend 
Wall And Repair 
Gap At The Point 


Due to appeals from civic organizations of Portsmouth, city 


council Wednesday Eight in providing the necessary legislation 
for extending the flood wall arranged also to meet conditions at 
tie Point, caused by the 1913 flood. 


The $70,000 bond issue ordinance passed by council under a 


suspension of the rules is believed to be sufficient to cover the cost 
of providing permanent flood protection at the Point. One option 
towards acquiring the necessary property or right of way is re- 
ported taken.

"HOLD UP SHINE" AND HIS 


CRONIES TAKE N. & W. CAR 


•Washington, July 22—An 


aerial torpedo boat for at- 
tacks on ships in protected 
hanbors is projected in pat- 
ents just issued, it was learn- 
ed today, to Rear Admiral 
Bradley A. Fiske, now at- 
tached to the navy college 
but formerly aid for opera- 
tions to Secretary Daniels. . 


The 
plan 
contemplates 


equipping a monster aero- 
plane, similar to a number 
now under construction in 
this country for the British 
government with a whitehead 
torpedo of regulation 
navy 


type. 


Sweeping down at 
a dis- 


tance of five sea miles from 
the object of attack, the air- 
craft would drop its deadly 
passenger into the water just 
as it would have 'been launch- 
ed from a destroyer. The im- 
pact sets the torpedo's ma- 
chinery in motion and it is 
off at a speed of more than 
forty knots an hour .toward 
the enemy ship. 
Admiral 


Fisk believes that the Hying 
Torpedo 'boat would make it 
possible to attack a fleet with- 
iil a laud locked harbor. The 
range of 
the newest, navy 


torpedoes is ten thousand 
yards and even the 
older 


types will be effective at seven 
thousand yards. 


Carried on a huge aeroplane 


the 2,000 pound weapon would 
be taken over harbor defenses 
to an altitude sate from gun 
fire. 
Ouce over the bay tho 


machine would glide down to 
within ten or twenty feet of 
the water, the torpedo rud- 
ders would 
'be set 
and it 


would Ibc dropped to do its 
work while the aeroplane rose 
and sped away. 


Aeroplanes to carry a ton 


of dead weight have been 
perfected by several countries. 
Russia is said to have several 
that will carry twenty men 
and the new British air craft 
probably will have a similar 
capacity. 
• 


It is said to be possible that • 


a type of radio-controlled tor- 


' pcdo might be employed, one 


aeroplane carrying the torpe- 
do and another the wireless. 
It is pointed out that Admiral 
Fisk secured patents on such 
a method of control in 1900 
when he was adjutant com- 
mander in the navy. 
They 


are said to be so broad and 
.far reaching as to underly 
all subsequent development of 
radio control devices. 


"•My invention,", says the 


application filed ;by Lieuten- 
ant Commander Fisk before 
the battle of Manila was 
fought, "is especially appli- 
cable to automobile torpedoes 
and makes it possible to con- 
trol the movements of a tor- 
pedo with great certainty 
from a shore, from the deck 
of a ship or the like." 


Since the aerial 
torpedo 


plan was advanced, reports 
have come that German en- 
gineers were at work with a 
somewhat similar scheme. It 
is proposed to drop from 
aeroplanes a 
torpedo that 


can be guided by radio im- 
pulses during its fall and sent 
with a'bsohitc certainty to its 
mark.
